Washington, Feb. 5.— President W il­ 
son may dispatch Secretary of State 
W illiam Jennings Bryan to Europe dur­ 
ing the next few months 011 a mission 
of peace. 
If the secretary should go 
it w ill be tho first time the chief of the 
state department has visited the old 
world.

Such was the comment of Senator 
Hitchcock to fellow members of the 
senate banking and currency commit­ 
tee at the hearing on the stock ex­

bill

Crairman UWen. 
The bill provides for denial of 
the 
mails to stock exchanges which vio-

restrictions 
imposed by 
the 
measure. 
It requires incorporation of 
stock exchanges under state laws. 
Senator 
Hitchcock 
declared 
the 
measure was an attempt to take from 
the states powers and duties which 
were purely domestic and in no sense 
federal. 
Ho asserted that the word­ 
ing of the bill would give the postmas­ 
ter general absolute supervision of 
whatever news concerning stock 
ex­ 
changes papers outside of the cities 
where the exchanges 
were 
located 
wished lo print. 
Samuel Untermyer, who helped draft 
the bill, was speaking in its behalf 
before the committee. He insisted the 
power given to the postmaster general 
was limited; that only transactions of 
a fraudulent 
character 
would 
be 
barred from the mails. 
"The press always has been jealous 
of the post office privileges,” he add­ 
ed. “fearing that regulations might 
some time reach to libelous matter.” 
“As a uewspaper man, 1 take excep­ 
tion to that statement,” said Senator 
Hitchcock. “The papers only resist an 
attempt to place in the hands of any 
l one man the power to censor publica-
